Nick is especially generous to the 
‘American people. History proves 
that the Americans have done a 
lot for Saint Nick! 

They have given him a new 
name, a new face and figure, and 
a new means of. transportation._ 

The original European version 
of Saint Nick pictured him as a 
tall angular man Who rode on a 
bony gray mare. Both the horse 
and Saint Nick looked as if they 
hadn’t had a good meal in some 
time. 5 ‘ 

The early English settlers in 
giving Saint 
Nicholas his ‘‘New, Look,”’? The Eng- 
lish children adopted the legendary 
Christmas figure from the Dutch; 
but the English children had trou- 
ble pronouncing ‘‘Saint Nickolous.”’ 
Somehow the name changed to 

“Santa Kalouf,”’ and finally it was 
corrupted to ‘Santa Claus.’’ 

However, this was.only the be- 

ginning. In 1809 Washington Irving, 
in his “Knickerbocker’s History of 
New York,” wrote of thé Saint as 
the guardian of New York City. 
Irving described Saint Nick as a: 
jolly fellow with a broad-brimmed 
hat and huge breeches. He taught 
Saint Nick to smoke a long. pipe, 
and, in the story, replaced his 
shuffling hay-burner with a ‘trim 
wagon. . 3 ‘ 
A short time later, Saint Nicholas’ 
transportation, was’ aided by 
Clement Moore in his famous poem, 
“The, Visit from Saint Nicholas,’ 
written in 1882. Moore, a professor 
of divinity in a New York theolog- 

ical seminary, gave Saint Nick a 

sleigh, twinkling eyes, cheeks like 

roses, nose like a cherry, and a 

round little belly. 

Today’s Santa Claus-is by no 

means streamlined, but he is a 

far cry from the lean, ascetic, som- 

berly dressed fellow who, for cen- 
. turies, on Christmas Eve., guided 
his mare through: the streets of 

Europe.

Today, however, the trees are pro- 
tected by law and the» department 
of agriculture of the government 
sponsors’ the planting of seedlings, 
so that the giant cedars will grow

As the name indicates, an abundance 
of glistening white blossoms are pro- 
duced annually in such ‘profusion: as 
to almost completely hide the foliage. 
The bloom is followed by clusters of 
smajl,. attractive, bright-red fruits. |' 
The tree is completely hardy, vigor- 
ous and upright to conical in form. 
The crotches are strong while the 
branches are slender and well clothed 
with narfow, semi-glossy leaves. _ 
Arctic Dawn—It is the offly en- 
tirely hardy rosybloom crabapple out 
of a ‘considerable number, of varieties 
and seedlings tested, at Beaverlodge. 
The flowers are mauve-pink with an. 
indistinct white centre. and the petals 
have ruffled edges.’ The bloom is 
followed by clusters of half-inch, 
purple-red berries. The trée is vigor- 
ous, very spreading and has strong 
crotches. The slender, slightly-arch- 
ing branches are well covered with 
purple-tinted semi-glossy foliage. As 
a flowering tree this variety is not 
considered as’ attractive as other 
rosybloom varieties because of its 
lack of deep bloom color. Because 
of its extreme hardiness and spread- 


growing cotton. 

What’s more it’s a apedial kind of 
cotton—crossed with a geranium. 

It appears that back in 1929 an 
aunt in North Carolina sent some 
cotton. seed to Miss H. E. Bridgett 
in Virden.'. Miss Bridgett put the 
seed carefully away and forgot about’ 
it until two years ago. 

Then she sent’ the seed'to Virden 
collegiate institute, thinking the ge- 
ography students would be interest- 
ed. Although’ cotton had never. be- 
fore been grown in Canada, the. stu- 
dents decided to try it anyway. 

After all, Virden has long been fa- 
mous for its wheat. and livestock, 
and more recently for oil, so why not 
cotton? . 

The cotton chat grew indoors, 
bloomed, and then’ the boll fell off. 
Undaunted the people at VCI. tried 
pollinating some of the cotton flow- 
‘ers with a geranium. 

The result: was a fine cotton boll. 

No one really believes that, Mani- 
toba will rival the cotton plantations 
of. the southern states for a while— 
but it’s on the record: that cotton) 
has. been grown in the Canadian 
west.—Brandon ‘Sun. - 


OTTAWA.—A lot total of 146, 236 
‘immigrants reached Canada in 
‘the first 10: months of this year 
compared with 152,473 in the 
corresponding months of 1951, a 
drop of 6, 237. 

The figures were - issued by the 
immigration. department. It was the 
first time this year that the cumu- 
lative total dropped below the cor- 
responding figure for 1951. 

However, monthly totals have been 
dropping steadily since May and im- 
migration department officials said it: 
was certain that the total number 
of. immigrants for this year would 
fall below last year’s total of 195,- 
000. 


The total for 1951 was the largest 
for any year since 1913 when: ap- 
proximately 500,000. were admitted. 

Highlight of the report for the 10- 
month-period was a 46 per. cent. in- 
cfease in the number of immigrants 
admitted from ‘the United Kingdom. 
Admissions totalled, 36,637 compared 
with 25,058... . 

‘Entries ‘from the .United States 
were up 17 per cent. at’ 7,904 com- 
pared with 6,787. North European 
entries were three per cent. higher 
at 57,472 compared with 55,875. 

A 382 per cent. decrease was shown 
for other countries at $4,228 com- 
pared with 64,803.

|The County Act — 
And Education | 


(Article by the late Dr. Clarence 
Sansom, and submitted by Mr. Ol- 
son, Principal of the-Holden School 
and Vice-President of the ATA). 

Under ‘the terms. of the new 
County Act recently approved by 
the Legislature, the government is 
empowered to, set up four ‘ ‘experi- 
mental” counties in which the man- 
agement and control of all civic af- 
fairs, including. the schools and the 
hospitals, will be vested in an elect- 
ed county council. Education and 
health will be looked after by sub- 
committees of the council. At the 
end of four years the people. in 


each county may decide by ma-' 
jority vote whether they would} 


like the new system or not. Pre- 
sumably if the change is approved 
the whole province will be reor- 
ganized on this. new basis as rapid- 
ly as possible. 

While there are many things to 
be said in favor of the County 
Act, its provision in relation to 
education are such a direct rever- 
sal of the trend on this continent 
for a century or more that it merits 
the most careful study. right 
through the four-year period until 
the issues of .the so-called “exper- 
iment” are finally decided. And the 
issues will never be decided until 
they are decided right, and the 
right ‘decision, if history and ex- 
perience mean anything at all, will 
not be in line, with the terms of the 
Act, regardless of what the local 
people may think about it in the 
i particular political and economic 
conditions which may be found in 
those areas in four years’ time. © 


Questions at Stake 

The questions really at stake are, 
those of the fiscal independence of 
school boards and the way they are 
appointed. The County Act. pro- 
poses not only to destroy the fiscal 
autonomy of the boards but to 
wipe them out entirely. It proposes 
to put the school affairs of the 
community in the hands ‘of a com- 
mittee of the council which bears 
no resemblance to the present 
boards either in manner of appoint- 
ment or fiscal responsibilities. 

As bearing on the obscure and 
difficult question of the type of 
public control that is best for the 
schools, the proposed “experiment” 
is much too limited in scope. It 
covers too little territory and ex- 
tends over far too short a time. 
What possibe light can be thrown 
on the educative process in the 
schools by a purely administrative 
change in four: small areas in a 
period of. four years? ;

More Likely 

A more likely basis of judgment 
will be how peaceful and harmon- 
ious the new arrangement’ proves 
to be. If the present boards have 
been making requisition demands 
‘on the municipal councils that are 
considered excessive, and badger- 
ing the government in season and 
j out for. larger school grants, . and 
if, the new education committees 
| meekly, and: quietly accept what, is’ 


‘| doled out.to them’ by .the county 


councils under the watchful eye of 
the Department of Municipal Af- 
fairs, this-may be taken to mean. 
that the “experiment” is an un- 
qualified success. 

But a more dangerous criterion 
than this could hardly be imagined. 
Education is an essentially spir- 
itual activity carried on in a pre- 
dominantly materialistic environ- 
ment. As such it has to fight for its 
life. If peace, perfect peace, were 
to settle down over the relations 
of the education committees to the

That this is not allowed to hap- 
pen is a primary responsibility of 
the educational leaders in this pro- 
vince during the next: four years, 


One wonders what the stand of 
organized labor is going to be on 
this. whole question, after the long 
struggle it has put up since about 
the middle of the last century for 
school boards elected directly by 
the people and responsible only to 
the people for the control ng the 
schools. 


On questions of this kind which 
do not lend themselves ‘to exper- 
imental techniques the best we can 
do is to fall back on accumulated 
experience and the consensus of 
informed opinion over many years. 


Two Studies | 


This consensus with respect to 
the public control of education was 
well summed up for us by the late 
Fred Engelhardt,’ an eminent auth- 
ority on school administration, in 
his ‘book, ‘Public School -Organ- 
ization and Administration.” 


After presenting the results of 
two.careful studies of city systems, 
one study covering 77. cities and 
the other. 199, Englehardt  con- 
cludes as follows: 


“It must be observed .that these 
studies: do not provide conclusive 
evidence, but they tend to - sub- 
stantiate, as far as any. evidence 
available can, the present point of 
view. regarding fiscal control gen- 
erally accepted by. edutational au- 
thoritiés. ' 


“Surveys made of cities in which 
there is control of School finances 
by bodies other than \the school 
board show that as.a rule the prac- 
tice has resulted in the insidious 
shifting of legal responsibility, the 
unwise curtailment of funds, the 
unwarranted intrusion of \politics, 
the: harassment of. the school ad- 
ministration, the unnecessary low- 
ering of standards in various fields 
and the general heglect of; the 
school system... . the experience 
of the whole country over half a 
century points to but one tendency 
in those municipalities: where there 
has been a divided responsibility 
in the administration of the public 
schools... ‘Whenever ,civic officers 
have been given the right to reg-. 
ulate the amount of funds which 
should be expended) for schools, 


‘such action has invariably proved - 


detrimental to the interest of pub- 
lic education.”

To avoid fires durings ‘the Xmas |. 
season; the Provincial Fire Com- 
‘missioner advises Albertans to. ob- 
serve the following general rules 
for théir safety “a the semen 
season; 


1. Christmas: trees ignite eiadiy 
and burn rapidly, A small freshly- 


cut tree that has been kept  out- 
doors ‘until the latest possible: day 
is the least hazardous. 


Christmas trees should not be 
set up! until the day before Xmas. 
They should be placed in the cool- 
est part of the house, away from 
radiators, héaters. and fireplaces. 


The. base of the tree should be 
cut off at an angle at least one 
inch above the original cut. The 
tree should stand in a pail of water. 
The tree should be taken down 
when.the needles begin to fall and, 
rgardless of any other consider- 
ations, should be taken down any- 
Way. as soon as possible after Xmas. 


2. When lighting trees, candles 
should not be used.’ Standard ‘elec- 
trie lighting sets bearing the label 
of the Underwriters’ Laboratories
